WOULD SETTLE DEBTS 


France Is Behind M o v e 


Which Is Aimed At U. S., 
Richest Nation 


WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 
19. — The 


United States has been approached by 
certain European nations as to its 
willingness to engage in a world wide 
economic and financial conference to 
follow the present conference on limi- 
tation of armaments and far eastern 
questions 


No definite invitation has thus far 


been extended, but the administration 
is being "sounded out" as to its at- 
titude toward such a meeting, to be 
held either in Washington, London 
or Paris. It is wito. such a gathering 
in prospect that the foreign diplomats 
now here 
have 
carefully refrained 


from mentioning the subject of for- 
eign indebtedness at the present con- 
ference 
The conference proposed by Euro- 


pean "statesmen 
would 
include not 


only the statesmen now at the pres- 
ent conference but Germany and smal- 
ler states of Europe and possibly Asia, 
In other words a world's conference. 


The success of the project is con- 


tingent on America's willingness to 
participate. Being possessed of two 
thirds of the world's total available 
supply of gold, being the richest na- 
tion in resources in the world and 
being the greatest creator nation in. 
the world, the attendance of the Unit- 
ed States is essential. 


Without 
American 
participation, 


the undertaking would be 
a 
futile 


meeting of impoverished debtors. The 
prime mover in projecting the confer- 
ience idea is France. France cannot 
/\ope for a material betterment of 


financial and economical conditions. 
France has no great naval program to 
be scrapped and her spokesman, on 
Monday will declare that France can- 
not with safety dcrease her military 
expenditures.

Men Inspect Hotel Rooms J

SAN FRANCISCO, Calif , Nov 19.— 


A little over two months ago, an au- 
tomobile costing something like $25,- 
000 drew up at the portals of San 
Francisco's most prominent hostelry 
and deposited at its portals its 265 
pound owner. The arrival registered 
as Roscoe Arbuckle and the elevator 
carried him to the twelfth floor. Then 
began a gay party which ended 
in 


death. 


Today the elevator 
carried 
the 


same man tip to the same suite of 
rooms on the twelfth floor, of 
the 


same hotel, but accompanied by a 
different sort of party. It was 
the

WASHINGTON, Not. 
19. — Great 


Britain and Japan are attempting to 
Induce Secretary Hughes to 
accept 


the principle of a triple alliance in 
the far east 
This la the big business 


of the secret npgotlations now in pro- 
gress at the aimament conference. 


Secretary Hughes is resisting the 


overtures. A high American govern- 
ment official who explained that he 
could not ut the present speak In the 
opon, touches for the accuracy ol 
this information 
lie said today: 


"Lloyd George's idea of a triple 


alliance between the U. S., Great Bri- 
tain and Japan for the stabilization 
and admmlstiation of China, Is now 
bong fought behind closed doors ol 
the armament conference. 


Britain and Japan, at this stage ol 


the proceedings, are avoiding the ap- 
pearance of trying to drive the United 
States into the alliance. They are 
taking the gentler method of showing 
what will happen if America does not 
come in. 


"Tho suggestion Is made with in- 


creased force, daily, that if the Unit- 
ed States should decline to join Bri- 
tain 
and 
Japan 
in 
administering 


China, It would obviously be impoa- 
sble for Britain or Japan to accept the 
American proposals with regard to 
the limitation of naval armaments. 


"Secretary Hugties objects to mak- 


ing an agreement to limit naval arma- 
m£nj.s_ contingent, to the willingness^ 
of the United States to join England 
and Japan In the administration of 
China. 


"If Hughes stands by his guns, I 


think he will win without a question. 
The British and Japanese delegates 
will not come even If America should 
decline a triple alliance If they were 
to do so, the Lloyd George govern- 
ment would be out of office before 
the British delegates could get across 
the Atlantic " 


Tho delegates went into secret ses- 


sion at 11 o'clock today, to consider 
China's proposals. The Japanese went 
into the HPBBion to make a statement 
of policy toward China.

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The Press And Elections 
E 


VERY newspaper in the city of New York, Republican, 


Democratic and Socialist alike, opposed Mr. Hylan in his 


candidacy for re-election as mayor of that town. 
Hylan goes 


back with a modest margin in the voting of nearly a half mil- 
lion plurality. 


This is seized upon by the critics of newspapers as plainly 


showing that the boasted power of the press in influencing the 
minds of men in matters political is not so marked as the peo- 
ple are taught to believe. But this was not the only election in 
New York city, or in scores of other cities where the electorate 
has gone opposite to the instructions of its newspaper guides 
and counselors. 


To limit the illustration to tho recent election result in New 


York city, two other similar elections will be remembered by the 
older generation. One of these occurred in 1872, when William 
F. Havenmeyer, a Tammany candidate who had been mayor in 
1848 and 1849, was elected, altho opposed by every newspaper 
in New York. The other was in 1897, when Van Wyck, running 
against Seth Low and Benjamin F. Tracy, was elected, altho the 
entire press, with a single exception, opposed him. The excep- 
tion was a small and moribund newspaper edited by the former 
publisher of the Tammany Times and known as the Daily News. 
No newspaper editor familiar with occurrences like these has de- 
lusions about the power of the press. Every editor knows, or 
ought to know, that the public sometimes not only refuses to fol- 
low the newspapers but even takes delight in going counter to 
them. 


But what is there so very tragic about this? A newspaper 


is primarily a vehicle for the transportation of news. It gives 
most of us the only picture of the world outside our own vision 
that we ever get. 
It is secondarily an organ of opinion. The 


editor takes advantage of his position as a purveyor of news 
and also of the special information that he is able to obtain in 
one way and another to form and present views on debatable 
subjects. Sometimes these are not his views so much as they 
are what he guesses his readers or his advertisers will 
like. 


More often than Upton Sinclair thinks, however, they are his 
own, and his newspaper will circulate most readily among those 
who think about as he does. Journalism can hardly be spoken 
of as a profession unless this is the case. 


Yet no editor who respects his readers is anxious to have 
them agree slavishly with the opinions he sets before them. If 
such were the case the power of the press, and consequently of 
bad editors as well as good editors, would be more than a democ- 
racy could well endure. An occasional election in which the 
public showb a disposition to break away from its professional 
purveyors of good advice is not a bad sign, for it does show that 
people are trying to figure things out for themselves. 
Mr 


Hylan s four hundred thousand and odd plurality is a poor 
enough result of such figuring, but it is a result that ought to be 
stimulating rather than discouraging to those who think highly 
of the public function of the press. A constituency that can't 
be swayed by a mere editorial yes or no is the best sort to have 
for it puts journalism on its mettle. 
' 


One of the more obvious reasons why the people are not 


swayed at will by their editorial advisers is the character of the 
press itself. If our newspapers were less partisan, if they were 
less inclined to express the opinions of party leaders and more 
willing to tell the people the unVarnished facts about the devious 
plans of political bosses, there is no question but that the press 
would exert not only a greater, but a more wholesome influence 
on local and national elections. 


i notions not only of political bosses, 


but of a certain type of editors that the people will believe, willy 
nilly, what they read and that if the partisan press is "ri'ght" 
anything can be put over. Temporarily the people can be de- 
ceived, but in the long run a press false to the truest functions 
of journalism will itself be inevitably found out and a conference 
once Idst is hard to regain. 


Happily there is a change in progress. More and nfore the 
press is inclined toward independence and away from slavish 
adherence to the dictates of politicians and their selfish interests. 
And just as this tendency jfrows in the same proportion will the 
"pull" of the press with the people grow. There are few papers 
today that acknowledge their partisanship. 
A newspaper di- 


rectory of today compared with one published 20 or even ten 
years ago, shows an amazing change. Even papers that still claim 
for a few days before election to be Republican or Democratic 
attach in the directories the prefix "Independent" to their for- 
mer title, Democratic or Republican. 


And that paper which has honestly earned the title "inde- 


pendent" has an invisible worth, an intangible value that is 
worth many times more to it in dollars and cents than its physi- 
cal equipment, tho that equipment run into the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. The people prefer an honest press and 
there is a growing belief thai no paper which is slavishly and 
servilely bound to the wheels of this or that political chariot can 
be an honest paper in the last analysis.
